And th en h ome, 
drench ed, dru gged, reeling, fu ll to th e brim 
with my day alone; fu ll like th e moon be­ 
fore th e nigh t h as taken a single nibble of 
It; fu ll as a cu p pou red u p to th e Up. Th ere 
is a q u ality to fu llness th at th e Psalmist 
ex pressed; “My cu p ru nneth ov er.” Let no 
one come—I pray in su dden panic—I migh t 
spill my self away ! 
Is th is th en wh at h appens to woman? Sh e 
wants perpetu ally to spill h erself away . All 
h er instinct as a woman — th e eternal 
nou rish er of ch ildren, of men, of society — 
demands th at sh e giv e. Her time, h er en­ 
ergy , h er creativ eness drain ou t into th ese 
ch annels if th ere is any ch ance, any leak. 
Traditionally we are tau gh t, and instinc­ 
tiv ely we long, to giv e wh ere it is needed— 
and immediately . Eternally , woman spills 
h erself away in driblets to th e th irsty , sel­ 
dom being allowed th e time, th e q u iet, th e 
peace, to let th e pitch er fill u p to th e brim. 
Bu t wh y not,one may ask? Wh at is wrong 
with woman’s spilling h erself away , since it 
is h er fu nction to giv e? Wh y am I, coming 
back from my perfect day a t th e beach , so 
afraid of losing my treasu re? It is not ju st 
th e artist in me. Th e artist, natu rally , al­ 
way s resents giv ing h imself in small drops. 
He mu st sav e u p for th e pitch er-fu ll. No. it 
is also th e woman in me wh o is so u nex ­ 
pectedly miserly . 
Here is a strange paradox . Woman in­ 
stinctiv ely wants to giv e, y et resents giv ing 
h erself in small pieces. Basically is th is a 
conflict? Or is it an ov er-simplification of a 
m any -stranded problem? I believ e th at 
wh at woman resents is not so mu ch giv ing 
h erself in pieces as giv ing h erself pu rpose­ 
lessly . W h at we fear is not so mu ch th at ou r 
energy may be leaking away th rou gh small 
ou tlets as th at it may be going “down th e 
drain." We do not see th e resu lts of ou r 
giv ing as concretely as m an does in h is 
work. In th e Job of h ome-keeping th ere is 
no raise from th e boss, and seldom praise 
from oth ers to sh ow u s we h av e h it th e 
mark. Ex cept for th e ch ild, woman’s crea­ 
tion is so often inv isible, especially today . 
We are working at an arrangem ent in form, 
of th e my riad disparate details of h ou se­ 
work, family rou tine, and social life. It is a 
kind of intricate game of cat’s-cradle we 
manipu late on ou r fingers, with inv isible 
th reads. How can one point to th is constant 
tangle of h ou seh old ch ores, errands, and 
fragments of h u man relationsh ips, as a 
creation? It is h ard ev en to th ink of it as 
pu rposefu l activ ity , so mu ch of it is au to­ 
matic. Woman h erself begins to feel like a 
teleph one ex ch ange or a lau ndromat. 
Pu rposefu l giv ing is not as apt to deplete 
one s resou rces; it belongs to th at natu ral 
order of giv ing th at seems to renew itself 
ev en In th e act of depletion. Th e more one 
giv es, th e more one h as to giv e—like milk 
in th e breast. In ou r early pioneer day s and 
recently in war-time Eu rope, difficu lt as it 
was, womans giv ing was pu rposefu l, in­ 
dispensable. Today , in ou r comparativ e 
comfort, many women h ardly feel indis­ 
pensable any more, eith er in th e primitiv e 
stru ggle to su rv iv e or as th e cu ltu ral font 
of th e h ome. No longer fed by a feeling of 
indispensability or pu rposefu lness, we are 
h u ngry , and not knowing wh at we are h u n­ 


gry for. we fill u p th e v oid with endless dis­ 
tractions, alway s at h and—u nnecessary er­ 
rands, compu lsiv e du ties, social niceties. 
And for th e most part, to little pu rpose. 
Su ddenly th e spring is dry ; th e well is 
empty . 
Hu nger cannot, of cou rse, be fed merely 
by a feeling of indispensability . Ev en pu r­ 
posefu l giv ing mu st h av e some sou rce th at 
refills it'. Th e milk in th e breast mu st be 
replenish ed by food taken into th e body . 
If it is woman’s fu nction to giv e, sh e mu st 
be replenish ed too. Bu t h ow? 
S 
olitu de, say s th e moon sh ell. Ev ery per­ 
son, especially ev ery woman, sh ou ld bt 
alone sometime du ring th e y ear, some part 
of each week, and each day . How rev olu ­ 
tionary th at sou nds and h ow impossible of 
attainment. To many women su ch a pro­ 
gram seems q u ite ou t of reach . Th ey h av e 
no ex tra Income to spend on a v acation for 
th emselv es; no time left ov er from th e 
weekly dru dgery of h ou sework for a day off: 
no energy after th e daily cooking, cleaning 
and wash ing for ev en an h ou r of creativ e 
solitu de. 
Is th is th en only an economic problem? 
I do not th ink so. Ev ery paid worker, no 
m atter wh ere in th e economic scale, ex ­ 
pects a day off a week and a v acation a 
y ear. By and large, moth ers and h ou se­ 
wiv es are th e only workers wh o do not h av e 
regu lar time o ft. Th ey are th e great v aca- 
tionless class. Th ey rarely ev en complain of 
th eir lack, apparently not considering occa­ 
sional time to th emselv es as a ju stifiable 
need. 
Herein bes one key to th e problem. If 
women were conv inced th at a day off or an 
h ou r of solitu de was a reasonable ambi­ 
tion, th ey wou ld find a way of attaining it. 
As it is. th ey feel so u nju stified in th eir de­ 
mand th at th ey rarely make th e attempt. 
One h as only to look at th ose women wh o 
actu ally h av e th e economic means or th e 
time and energy for solitu de y et do not u se 
It, to realize th at th e problem is not solely 
economic. It is more a q u estion of inner 
conv ictions th an of ou ter pressu res, th ou gh , 
of cou rse, th e ou ter pressu res are th ere and 
make it more difficu lt. As far as th e search 
for solitu de is concerned, we liv e in a nega­ 
tiv e atmosph ere as inv isible, as all-perv a­ 
siv e, and as enerv ating as h igh h u midity 
on an Au gu st afternoon. Th e world today 
does not u nderstand, in eith er man or 
woman, th e need to be alone. 
How inex plicable it seems. Any th ing else 
will be accepted as a better ex cu se. If one 
sets aside time for a bu siness appointment, 
a trip to th e h airdresser, a social engage­ 
ment, or a sh opping ex pedition, th at time 
is accepted as inv iolable. Bu t if one say s; 
I cannot come becau se th at is my h ou r to 
be alone, one is considered ru de, egotistical 
or strange. W h at a commentary on ou r civ ­ 
ilization, wh en being alone is considered 
su spect; wh en one h as to apologize for it, 
make ex cu ses, h ide th e fact th at one prac­ 
tices it—like a secret v ice! 
Actu ally th ese are among th e most Im­ 
portant times in one s life — wh en one is 
alone. Certain springs are tapped only 
wh en we are alone. Th e artist knows h e 
mu st be alone to create; th e writer, to work 
ou t h is th ou gh ts; th e mu sician, to compose; 
th e saint, to pray . Bu t women need solitu de 
in order to find again th e tru e essence of 
th emselv es: th at firm strand wh ich will be 
th e indispensable center of a wh ole web of 
h u man relationsh ips. Sh e mu st find th at 
Inner stillness wh ich Ch arles Morgan de­ 
scribes as “th e stilling of th e sou l with in 
th e activ ities of th e mind and body so th at 
it migh t be still a s th e ax is of a rev olv ing 
wh eel is still.” 


Th is beau tifu l image is to my mind th e 
one th at women cou ld h old before th eir 
ey es. Th is is an end toward wh ich we cou ld 
striv e—to be th e still ax is with in th e re­ 
v olv ing wh eel of relationsh ips, obligations, 
and activ ities. Solitu de alone is not th e 
answer to th is; it is only a step toward it, 
a mech anical aid, like th e “room of one s 
own” demanded for women, before th ey 
cou ld make th eir place in th e world. Th e 
problem is not entirely in finding th e room 
of one s own, th e time alone, difficu lt and 
necessary as th is is. Th e problem is more 
h ow to still th e sou l in th e midst of its 
activ ities In fact, th e problem is h ow to 
feed th e sou l. 
For it is th e spirit of woman th at is going 
dry , not th e mech anics th at are wanting. 
Mech anically , woman h as gained in th e 
past generation. Certainly in America, ou r 
liv es are easier, freer, more open to oppor­ 
tu nities, th anks—among 
oth e r th in g s —to th e 
F e m inist b a ttle s. T h e 
room of one s own, th e 
h ou r alone are now more 
possible in a wider eco­ 
nomic class th an ev er be­ 
fore. Bu t th ese h ard-won 
prizes are insu fficient be­ 
cau se we h av e not y et 
learned h ow to u se th em. 
Th e Feminists did not 
look th at far ah ead; th ey 
laid down no ru les of 
condu ct. For th em it was 
enou gh to demand th e 
priv ileges. Th e ex plora­ 
tion of th eir u se, as in all 
pioneer mov ements, was 
left open to th e women 
wh o wou ld follow. And 
w om an today is s till 
search ing. We are aware 
of ou r h u nger and needs, 
bu t still ignorant of wh at 
’ 
will satisfy th em. With 
ou r garnered free time, 
we are more apt to drain 
ou r creativ e springs th an 
to refill th em. With ou r 
pitc h e rs , we a tte m p t 
sometimes to water a 
field, not a garden. We 
th row ou rselv es indis­ 
crim inately into com ­ 
mittees and cau ses. Not 
knowing h ow to feed th e 
spirit, we try to mu ffle its 
demands in distractions. 
Instead of stilling th e 
center, th e ax is of th e 
wh eel, we add more cen­ 
trifu gal activ ities to ou r 
liv es —w h ich te nd to 
th row u s off balance. 
Mech anically we h av e 
gained, in th e last gen­ 
eration, bu t spiritu ally 
we h av e, I th ink, u nwit­ 
ting ly lost. In oth e r 
tim es, women h ad in 
th eir liv es more forces 
w h ich c e nte re d th em 
wh eth er or not th ey real­ 
ized it; sou rces wh ich 
nou rish ed th em wh eth er 
or not th ey consciou sly 
w ent to th ese springs. 
Th eir v ery seclu sion in 
th e h ome gav e th em time 
alone. M any of th eir 
du ties were condu civ e to 
a q u iet contem plativ e 
drawing togeth er of th e 
„ ie lf. T h ey h ad m ore 


T 
h e ch u rch , too, h as alway s been a great 
centering force for women. Th rou gh 
wh at ages women h av e h ad th at q u iet h ou r, 
free of interru ption, to draw th emselv es to­ 
geth er. No wonder woman h as been th e 
m ainstay of th e ch u rch . Here were th e ad­ 
v antages of th e room of h er own, th e time 
alone, th e q u iet, th e peace, all rolled into 
one and sanctioned by th e approv al of both 
family and commu nity . Here no one cou ld 
Intru de with a careless call. “Moth er,” 
“Wife,” “Mistress.” Here, finally and more 
deeply , woman was wh ole, not split into a 
th ou sand fu nctions. Sh e was able to giv e 
h erself completely in th at h ou r in worsh ip, 
in pray er, in commu nion, and be com­ 
pletely accepted. And in th at giv ing and 
acceptance sh e was renewed;*th e springs 
were refilled.

Anne Lindbergh Discovers 
the Values of the Inner Life 


tThis is the third installm ent of one 
of the most discussed books of our 
time, Anne Morrow Lindbergh’s best­

I 
walked far down the beach, soothed by 
the rhythm of the waves, the sun on my 
bare back and legs, the wind and m ist from 
the spray on my hair. Into the waves and 
out like a sandpiper. And then home, 
drenched, drugged, reeling, full to the brim 
with my day alone; full like the moon be­ 
fore the night has taken a single nibble of 
it; full as a cup poured up to the lip. There 
is a quality to fullness th a t the Psalm ist 
expressed: “My cup runneth over.” Let no 
one come—I pray in sudden panic—I m ight 
spill myself away! 
Is this then w hat happens to woman? She 
wants perpetually to spill herself away. All 
her instinct as a woman — the eternal 
nourisher of children, of men, of society— 
dem ands th a t she give. Her time, her en ­ 
ergy, her creativeness drain out into these 
channels if there is any chance, any leak. 
Traditionally we are taught, and instinc­ 
tively we long, to give where it is needed— 
and immediately. Eternally, woman spills 
herself away in driblets to the thirsty, sel­ 
dom being allowed the time, the auiet, the 
peace, to let the pitcher fill up to the brim. 
But why not, one may ask? W hat is wrong 
with woman’s spilling herself away, since it 
is her function to give? Why am I, coming 
back from my perfect day a t the beach, so 
afraid of losing my treasure? It is not just 
the artist in me. The artist, naturally, al­ 
ways resents giving himself in small drops. 
He m ust save up for the pitcher-full. No, it 
Is also the woman in me who is so unex­ 
pectedly miserly. 
Here is a strange paradox. Woman in ­ 
stinctively w ants to give, yet resents giving 
herself in small pieces. Basically is this a 
conflict? Or is it an over-simplification of a 
m any-stranded problem? I believe th a t 
w hat woman resents is not so much giving 
herself in pieces as giving herself purpose­ 
lessly. W hat we fear is not so much th a t our 
energy may be leaking away through sm all 
outlets as th a t it may be going “down the 
drain.” We do not see the results of our 
giving as concretely as m an does in his 
work. In the job of hom e-keeping there is 
no raise from the boss, and seldom praise 
from others to show us we have h it the 
mark. Except for the child, woman’s crea­ 
tion is so often invisible, especially today. 
We are working at an arrangem ent in form, 
of the myriad disparate details of house­ 
work, family routine, and social life. It is a 
kind of intricate game of cat's-cradle we 
m anipulate on our fingers, with invisible 
threads. How can one point to this constant 
tangle of household chores, errands, and 
fragm ents of hum an relationships, as a 
creation? It is hard even to think of it as 
purposeful activity, so much of it is auto­ 
m atic. Woman herself begins to feel like a 
telephone exchange or a laundrom at. 
Purposeful giving is not as apt to deplete 
©ne's resources: it belongs to th a t natural 
order of giving th a t seems to renew itself 
•ven in the act of depletion. The more one 
gives, the more one has to give—like milk 
in the breast. In our early pioneer days and 
recently in w ar-tim e Europe, difficult as it 
was, w om an’s giving was purposeful, in ­ 
dispensable. Today, in our com parative 
com fort, m any women hardly feel indis­ 
pensable any more, either in the prim itive 
struggle to survive or as the cultural font 
of the home No longer fed by a feeling of 
indispensability or purposefulness, we are 
hungry, and not knowing w hat we are hun- 
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gry for. we fill up the void with endless dis­ 
tractions, always a t hand—unnecessary er­ 
rands, compulsive duties, social niceties. 
And for the most part, to little purpose. 
Suddenly the spring is dry; the well is 
empty. 
Hunger cannot, of course, be fed merely 
by a feeling of indispensability. Even pur­ 
poseful giving m ust have some source th a t 
refills it. The milk in the breast m ust be 
replenished by food taken into the body. 
If it is woman’s function to give, she m ust 
be replenished too. B ut how? 
S 
olitude, says the moon shell. Every per­ 
son, especially every woman, should bt 
alone sometime during the year, some p art 
of each week, and each day. How revolu­ 
tionary th a t sounds and how impossible of 
attainm ent. To many women such a pro­ 
gram seems quite out of reach. They have 
no extra income to spend on a vacation for 
themselves; no time left over from the 
weekly drudgery of housework for a day off: 
no energy after the daily cooking, cleaning 
and washing for even an hour of creative 
solitude. 
Is this then only an economic problem? 
I do not think so. Every paid worker, no 
m atter where in the economic scale, ex­ 
pects a day off a week and a vacation a 
year. By and large, m others and house­ 
wives are the only workers who do not have 
regular time off. They are the great vaca- 
tionless class. They rarely even complain of 
their lack, apparently not considering occa­ 
sional time to themselves as a justifiable 
need. 
Herein lies one key to the problem. If 
women were convinced th a t a day off or an 
hour of solitude was a reasonable am bi­ 
tion, they would find a way of attaining it. 
As it is. they feel so unjustified in their de­ 
mand th a t they rarely m ake the attem pt. 
One has only to look at those women who 
actually have the economic m eans or the 
time and energy for solitude yet do not use * 
it, to realize th a t the problem is not solely 
economic. It is more a question of inner 
convictions than of outer pressures, though, 
of course, the outer pressures are there and 
make it more difficult.

Baking bread, weaving cloth, putting up 
preserves, teaching and singing to chil­ 
dren, m ust have been far more nourishing 
th an being the family chauffeur or shop­ 
ping at super-m arkets, or doing housework 
with m echanical aids. The art and craft of 
housework has diminished; much of the 
time-consuming drudgery—despite modern 
advertising to the contrary—remains. In 
housework, as in the rest of life, the cur­ 
tain of mechanization has come down be­ 
tween the mind and the hand.

If we had 
our contem plative hour at home we m ight 
be readier to give ourselves at church and 
find ourselves more completely renewed. 
For the need for renewal is still there. The 
desire to be accepted whole, the desire to 
be seen as an individual, not as a collec­ 
tion of functions, the desire to give oneself 
completely and purposefully pursues us al­ 
ways, and has its p art in pushing us into 
more and more distractions, illusory love 
affairs, or the haven of hospitals and doc­ 
tors’ offices, 
The answer is not in going back. In put­ 
ting woman in the home and giving her the 
broom and the needle again. A num ber of 
mechanical aids save us time and energy. 
But neither is the answer in dissipating our 
time and energy in more purposeless occu­ 
pations, more accum ulations which sup­ 
posedly simplify life but actually burden it, 
more possessions which we have not time 
to use or appreciate, more diversions to fill 
up the void. 
In other words, the answer is not in the 
feverish pursuit of centrifugal activities 
which only lead in the end to fragm enta­ 
tion. W oman’s life today is tending more

You probably are if you find 
yourself getting fatigued without 
reason, irritated

trifles,

Every culture develops its own 
typical ailments. The typical ail­ 
ment of America today is ten­ 
sion and strain, a c o n d i t i o n 
which some theorists believe is 
the main cause of our growing 
crop of ulcers, heart attack s, di­ 
vorces, and other diseases. 
But what causes the tension? 
It isn’t the difficulty in solving 
m an’s age-old problems of food, 
clothing and shelter. It 
really 
isn’t overwork 
either, 
in 
my 
.opinion, nor the. result of too 
much ambition. 
The average man isn’t overly 
ambitious. And never in his­ 
tory before has he been able to 
achieve so comfortable an exist­ 
ence with so little labor. 
Then 
what 
mak es 
him 
so 
weary and cross, so upset and 
impatient, 
so 
afflicted 
with 
nameless ailments 
that 
puzzle 
his doctor because the doctor 
probably has 
them, 
too, 
and’ 
doesn’t k now what to call them? 
I think that our "civilization 
iick ness” is no more than the 
penalty 
of 
feeling 
endlessly 
crowded 
We are lik e a man 
with a 40-inch waist who insists 
on wearing a 36-inch belt. No 
wander we are unhappy, blious 


in temper, and see spots in front 
of our eyes. They aren’t spots— 
they’re people. 
Actually, of course, 
we 
art 
more crowded. Our 
population 
has leaped from 75 million in 
1900 to 165 million in a 55-year 
period in which 
millions 
also 
have fled the old monotony of 
farm life for the false glamor of 
the teeming cities. 
But much of our crowdedness 
is unnecessary’- It results from 
one thing; Everybody wants to 
do the same thing at the same 
time. They all want to work what 
used to be called bank ers’ hours 
—9 to 5; they all want to play 
on the same week end days. 
Whatever a man tried to do he 
finds himself hemmed in by the 
growing herd. 
He goes to and 
from 
work 
standing up in a pack ed bus be­ 
cause everybody wants to work 
from Monday to 
Friday. 
He 
finds his night clubs and motion 
picture theaters jammed on Sat­ 
urday nights, because that's the 
night everybody wants to k ick 
up his heels. 
On Sundays, unless it’s rain­ 
ing, he worships in a thronged 
churqh or triee to putt on a golf 
green that look ^ lik e £ political 
contention. Driving to the beach 
through maddened Sunday traf­ 
fic he feels lik e a charioteer in 
"Ben Hur.” 
Whatever he does, from await­ 
ing his turn at a luncheon count­ 
er to park ing his car in a lov­ 
ers’ lane, a man has to wait in 
line, has to fight for his place. 
He is elbowed, pushed, and shov­ 


ed back . The 
result: 
General 
bick ering, 
confusion, 
frustra­ 
tion; more headaches; and fi­ 
nally more ulcers, heart attack s 
and apoplexy. 
The solution is as simple as it 
is inexplicable that it already 
hasn’t been applied: Break up 
the anpient pattern 
by 
which 
men work at the 
same 
time, 
play at the same time. 
This can be done by putting 
divilization on a seven-day week . 
Why shouldn’t offices and fac­ 
tories be manned 16 hours a day, 
each eight-hour period utilizing 
half its present staff? This would 
reduce rush hour 
traffic, 
cut 
down on the park ing problem, 
and mak e a general easier tem­ 
po in living. 
With more people work ing on 
Saturday and Sunday, and more 
of them tak ing their days off in 
the middle of 
the 
week , 
the 
week end pressure on 
pleasure 
resorts would automatically les­ 
sen. It shouldn’t be too hard to 
adjust to: A church can be just 
as inspiring on Thursday as on 
Sunday. So can a golf course or 
a beach. 
All it tak es to give Americans 
a more leisurely, unhurried, un­ 
crowded life (and cut down on 
the toll of the "civilization sick ­ 
ness” ) is to break with a few 
outmoded traditions. 
How soon we will do it I don’t 
k now. But I do k now' one thing. 
The only sure way a man can 
k eep a good digestion and a se­ 
rene disposition today is to run 
away from home and beoome 
a 
hermit.

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HOW TO LIVE LONGER 
THERE'S AN aspect of space travel that 
fascinates aeronauts, but l e a v e s them 
frankly baffled. This is a scientific expec­ 
tation that a rocket ship traveling at near­ 
ly the speed of light would change the 
space voyager’s life span so that he would 
return to earth while still in his prime long 
after his contemporaries had died of old 
age. 
Physicists say that theories worked out 
by the late Albert Einstein purport to show 
that a man traveling at 99 per cent of the 
speed of light would age at but one-seventh 
of the rate of the normal aging process. 
Hence, such a space traveler, voyaging to 
a star IOO light years away, would be able 
to make the trip in 14 years by his own 
rocket-ship time, and return in another 14 
years. 
But while this was transpiring in space, 
these scientists aver, two centuries would 
have run their course on the earth-bound 
calendar. 
Before this theory respecting the relativ­ 
ity of time can be proved, it will be neces­ 
sary to propel a rocket ship at a velocity 
approaching the speed of light, or 186,000 
miles a second. This is where the physicist 
theorizers and practitioners part com­ 
pany. 
A fuel powerful enough to come any­ 
where near doing the job is neither known 
nor in prospect. The most man can hope 
for at the moment is a lumbering 15 miles 
per second. At such a pace he would re­ 
quire a month to get to Mars.

Some years ago, Frank Costello, who 
had the reputation of being the Czar of the 
rackets in the United States, wanted to be 
•popular and acceptable. He hired a press 
agent and soon newspapers and magazines 
were publishing articles on the life and af­ 
fairs of the aforesaid Costello. He was 
painted as a sort of New York Robin 
Hood.

For 
instance, in the unseemly fracas, in t h e 
press, in which Governor George M. Lead­ 
er of Pennsylvania accused the Republi­ 
cans of surrounding the President with an 
underworld and the President’s Assistant 
Press Secretary accused the Democrats of 
being associated with the underworld, 
Frank Costello is dragged in obliquely. 
‘Did you ever b ear of Frank Costello?” 
That is the question that is supposed to 
slay you. No one says that Adlai Steven­ 
son or Averell Harriman is associated 
with Frank Costello, but just by dragging 
his name into the situation, the implication 
is set forth that he has something to do 
with someone or something and figure it 
out for yourself. If you can’t figure it out, 
-the fault is yours. 
Apparently the politicians have nothing 
to say about each other, so they resort to 
the time-honored method of slinging mud. 
It does not make sense; it is poor taste. 
If we have to have more than a year of 
that between now and the next Election 
Day, the public is going to be disgusted 
with both parties and it will stay away 
from the polls. We want a political debate, 
not an exhibition of bad manners. 
Nobody has nominated Frank Costello 
for any public office. If the suggestion is 
that Costelo is bribing the public to keep 
his chosen men in office, there ought to be 
some evidence on the subject. I live in 
New York and know something about its 
public personalities and Costello is not a 
factor. Perhaps it was not always so, but it 
is so today.

There was a time when the Democrats j 
were always running a g a i n s t Herbert 
Hoover. Alf Landon, 
W e ndell Willkie, j 
Thomas E. Dewey and Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower ran on the Republican tickets, but 
always it was Herbert Hoover who was run­ 
ning and who had to be smeared. Hoover 
took it in his stride, but it was a low trick 
on the American people.

—Are you suf­ 
fering from 
“civilization 
sick­ 
ness?” 
You probably are if you find 
yourself getting fatigued without 
reason, irritated 
over 
trifles, 
and unjustifiably critical of your­ 
self, your friends and members 
of your own family. 
Every culture develops its own 
typical ailments. The typical ail­ 
ment of America today is ten­ 
sion and strain, a c o n d i t i o n 
which some theorists believe is 
the main cause of our growing 
crop of ulcers, heart attacks, di­ 
vorces, and other diseases. 
But what causes the tension? 
It isn’t the difficulty in solving 
man’s age-old problems of food, 
clothing and shelter. It 
really 
isn’t overwork 
either, 
in 
my 
..opinion, nor the. result of too 
much ambition. 
The average man isn t overly 
ambitious. And never in his­ 
tory before has he been able to 
achieve so comfortable an exist­ 
ence with so little labor. 
Then 
what 
makes 
him 
so 
weary and cross, so upset and 
impatient, 
so 
afflicted 
with 
nameless ailments that 
puzzle 
his doctor because the doctor 
probably has 
them, 
too, 
and* 
doesn’t know what to call them? 
I think that our “ civilization 
sickness” is no more than the 
penalty 
of 
feeling 
endlessly 
crowded 
We are like a man 
with a 40-inch waist who insists 
on wearing a 36 inch belt. No 
wonder we ere unhappy, bijous 


in temper, and see spots in front 
of our eyes. They aren’t spots— 
they’re people. 
Actually, of course, 
we 
art 
more crowded. Our 
population 
has leaped from 75 million in 
1900 to 165 million in a 55-year 
period in which 
millions 
also 
have fled the old monotony of 
farm life for the false glamor of 
the teeming cities. 
But much of our crowdedness 
is unnecessary’. It results from 
one thing: Everybody wants to 
do the same thing at the same 
time. They all want to work what 
used to be called bankers’ hours 
—9 to 5; they all want to play 
on the same weekend days. 
Whatever a man tried to do he 
finds himself hemmed in by the 
growing herd. 
He goes to and 
from 
work 
standing up in a packed bus be­ 
cause everybody wants to work 
from Monday to 
Friday. 
He 
finds his night clubs and motion 
picture theaters jammed on Sat­ 
urday nights, because that’s the 
night everybody wants to kick 
up his heels. 
On Sundays, unless it’s rain­ 
ing, he worship* in a thronged 
church or trie* to putt on a golf 
green that look* like I political 
convention. Driving to the beach 
through maddened Sunday traf­ 
fic he feels like a charioteer rn 
“ Ben Hur ” 
Whatever he does, from await­ 
ing his turn at a luncheon count­ 
er to parking his car in a lov­ 
ers’ lane, a man has to wait in 
line, has to fight for his place. 
He is elbowed, pushed, and shov­ 


ed back. The 
result; 
General 
bickering, 
confusion, 
frustra­ 
tion; more headaches; and fi­ 
nally more ulcers, heart attacks 
and apoplexy. 
The solution is as simple as it 
is inexplicable that it already 
hasn’t been applied: Break up 
the ancient pattern 
by 
which 
men work at the 
same 
time, 
play at the same time. 
This can be done by putting 
Civilization on a seven-day week. 
Why shouldn’t offices and fac­ 
tories be manned 16 hours a day, 
each eight-hour period utilizing 
half its present staff? This would 
reduce rush hour 
traffic, 
cut 
down on the parking problem, 
and make a general easier tem­ 
po in living. 
With more people working on 
Saturday and Sunday, and more 
of them taking their days off in 
the middle of 
the 
week, 
the 
weekend pressure on 
pleasure 
resorts would automatically les­ 
sen. It shouldn’t be too hard to 
adjust to: A church can be just 
as inspiring on Thursday as on 
Sunday. So can a golf course or 
a beach. 
All it takes to give Americans 
a more leisurely, unhurried, un­ 
crowded life (and cut down on 
the toll of the “civilization sick­ 
ness” ) is to break with a few 
outmoded traditions. 
-How soon we will do it I don’t 
know. But I do know one thing. 
The only sure way a man can 
keep a good digestion and a se­ 
rene disposition today is to run 
away from home and beaume a 
hermit.

Hollywood Censors Defied; 
Dope Addict Movie Starts 
HOLLYWOOD 
UPI — Should a 
m ovie be m ade depicting dope ad­ 
diction? 
The film industry’* censors say 
no. 
P roducer Otto P rem inger says 
yes. This week he’s filming such a 
m ovie — “ The M an With the Gold­ 
en A rm ,’’ starrin g F rank Sinatra, 
E leanor P ark er and Rim Novak. 
The film portrays Sinatra as a 
m usician who has given up dope 
but is hooked back on the habit by 
a pusher. As is the custom , a copy 
of the script was sent to the pro­ 
duction 
code office, 
headed 
by 
Geoffrey Shurlock. 
“ They sent it back m arked ‘un­ 
acceptable,’ ” P erm inger reported. 
“ They explained that because of 
the express wording of the code for­ 
bidding even the mention of n a r­ 
cotics, they could not pass our 
scrip t.” 
The releasing com pany, United 
A rtists, plans to appeal the deci­ 
sion to the board of directors of 
the Motion Picture Assn. But P re ­ 
m inger is not hopeful of the results. 
“ The board is m ade up of the 
presidents of the m ajor com pan­ 
ies,” he rem arked. “ A fine court 
of appeal — our com petitors!”

“ I understand the provision w as 
put in to discourage the use of 
narcotics,”

said.

“ I feel my picture will not only 
not have a bad effect; I am sure 
it will have a good effect, by d ra­ 
m atizing the evils of dope through 
the m edium of entertainm ent.
